PASADENA, Calif. (U PI)— America s Mariner 9 Mars explorer 
moved a quarter of a million miles from earth today on the first leg of 
its 5 1-2 month journey to the mysterious red planet. 
The spacecraft’s next milestone will come Saturday when a brief 
blast from its own rocket engine will switch it onto a bulls-eye course 
toward the one planet given a chance to harbor life. 
Mariner 9 is scheduled to swing into orbit around Mars Nov. 14, 
about the same time the first of two heavier Russian robots is 
expected to reach the planet. Their mission is a secret, but U.S. 
observers expect them to at least try to orbit Mars and probably 
attempt a landing 
Mariner 9 is not equipped to search for life, but its twin television 
cameras and other instruments may detect clues to the existence of 
life on Mars. The spacecraft'ss ultraviolet light sensor, for example, 
might find local concentrations of ozone, a form of oxygen which can 
be produced by biological activities. 
The 
primary 
mission 
of 
the 
2,200-pound, 
cloverleaf-shaped 
spacecraft is to map two-thirds of the Martian surface from an 
altitude within 750 miles of Mars, and to watch selected areas on Mars 
for seasonal or other changes. 
Manner 9 was launched onto a precise 247-million-mile trajectory 
Sunday and passed the quarter million mile mark early today. It will 
be 1 million miles from earth Thursday. 
Mariner is designed to operate in orbit around Mars for three 
months, but project officials hope it will work for as long as a year. If 
it does, it will meet all the objectives originally planned for two Mars 
satellites. Mariner 8 was lost shortlv after launch Mav 8.

this agricultural area 100 miles 
northwest of San Francisco. 
The deputies were searching for 
more possible victims and for a 
possible “ murder site." 
Sources in both the sheriff’s and

investigators were perplexed about 
where the slayings occurred and 
were checking shacks, sheds and 
orchards. 
Whiteaker said he hoped deputies 
were “ very close" to the end of the 
organized search which started a 
week ago with the discovery of the 
second body.

He said two other "indentations

The 
river rose today as state engineers 
released more water upstream at 
Oroville Dam, which was at a 
record height from recent rains. 
The sheriff also disclosed the re- 
arrest Saturday of Roy Delong, 52, 
as a material witness. Affidavits 
filed Friday said Delong last saw 
one of the mass murder victims as 
he entered a pickup truck driven by 
suspect Juan V. Corona, 37, a farm 
labor contractor and former mental 
patient who has been charged with 
10 slayings Delong, who was picked 
up and released Friday, apparently 
was arrested again to guarantee his 
availability as a witness.

Each says he is wearing 
the white hat. Both are 
armed to the teeth with 
arguments. 
At 
stake

with states and cities. The 
local 
governments would 
spend

from 
Washington. 
Democrat 
Connally 
is 
clearly the underdog. Mills 
says the revenue sharing 
plan will be killed by his 
committee. He rarely ioses, 
especially when he's got 
Republican friends on his 
side. In this case. Rep. John 
W. Byrnes, R-Wis., is as 
strongly opposed as Mills. 
Connally will say that rev­ 
enue sharing is necessary to 


lift the cities out ot their 
financial doldrums. He will 
say that local, governments 
should determine where the 
money will be spent. He will 
repeat 
Nixon's argument 
that local control is the way 
to return the “ power to the 
people" 
Many 
governors 
and 
mayors support the Nixon 
argument. Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew has been 
campaigning

country in behalf of the 
Nixon plan. 
A 
national 
committee,

has set up a 
Washington office to lobby 
for the proposal. 
Mills has been just as 
active.

against revenue sharing. 
In 
Illinois, 
Tennessee, 
North Carolina and South 
Ca r ol i na , 
Mills 
has 
hammered

that the spending plan with 
“ no strings attached 
is 


merely an illusion. 
Mills contends that once

federal

expected. 
But the cool, 
blustery evening didn’t keep 
the Lompoc senior from 
finishing first in the highs 
(14.1> and lows (19.2) and 
taking third in the long jump 
(23-6). Bill Cheadle of Dos 
Pueblos finished second to 
Jackson in each hurdle race 
(14.2 and 19.2), but could not 
upset the winner, much to 
the dismay of the LA area 
schools. 
The Braves took 18 points. 


ahead of Garden Grove’s 16 
and 
D o m i n g u e z 
and 
Centennial 
who 
finished 
with 13. 
CIF 
officials 
were 
to 
review the films of the 440 
relay to see if Dominguez 
would be allowed points, but 
there was no way the big 4A 
school can catch Lompoc. 
In the track finals, no 
c l a s s i f i c a t i o n s

recognized, and all schools 
are

Williams was the cincher 
for the meet, as Lompoc 
was trailing Garden Grove 
16-15 before the two-mile.

OCEAN FISHING 
Stormy weather tor the better part ot last week kept 
salmon fishing almost at a standstill 
The week end rains 
did not help conditions very much The anglers who braved 
the elements managed to get a few tish. of the larger size, 
but all in all. conditions have been very much against the 
sports fisherman. 
The Commercials with their larger 
boats can get out in the deeper water and take the heavy 
seas and miserablv cold winds. 
FRESHW ATER FISHING 
In the coastal areas the treshw ater addicts have had an 
equally bad time. Mostly plagued with heavy winds, which 
have been so bad that one sportsman who has been keeping 
tab of the winds, claims seventy two days of wind We feel 
he cannot be far wrong 
o 
Acting on a report that fishing was good in San Simeon 
Creek, we took the trip to this one-time hot trout spot 
But 
we were in for a disappointment. Seems that the sand bar 
was in place, and the fish, mostly natives from the upper 
reaches, had evidently had ideas of a sea trip, but were held 
up by the sand bar. They had mostly all been taken. 
So we gave up and went back to Santa Rosa Creek, back 
of the countv park 
Here fishing was a little more 
rewarding, with small steelhead up to nine inches hitting 
hard and vigorously. 
We were informed that fishing had 
been good, with some large fish being taken, but had mostly 
been cleaned out. 
Another spot we tried with fair to good success was 
Laguna Lake, which had been planted several tim es this 
year. Water looked good, and was easy of access, with a 


f a i r t o poor road on a levee, that was drivable. Chas. Milek 
of Arroyo Grande who accompanied us was the top man 
with a nice twelve inch rainbow, 
and a near limit of 
sm aller ones. The rain put a stop to further activity, as the 
road could get very slick, and would entail a long expensive 
haul-out job 
However, we are certainly going after this 
w ater again, as we saw some big bass taken on night 
craw lers 
Boats are allowed on the lake, which is now a 
San Luis Obispo City park. 
But no gasoline operated 
motors. All to the good, as a boat is really needed to get to 
some choice bass water, without being churned up by high 
speed engined craft! 
Lopez Lake has had its share of winds, and bank fishing 
was at practically a standstill. As far as trout fishing is 
concerned, lots of small sunfish. about all the trout that 
have been taken, were caught trolling deep. 
Water still 
veryT dirty due to dead algae that is gradually being washed 
ashore and decaying. Lots of dead sunfish but apparently 
no dead trout. No doubt due to an over dose of blue stone. 
The gam e fish appear to get below the treated areas, but 
the sunfish. living to their name, are hit badly. 
M argarita Lake reports that crappie fishing has been 
excellent with winds not too bad in this som ew hat secluded 
lake. Bass fair to good on plastic w orm s and lead head jigs. 
Dick Kelsey, m anager of Nacimiento Lake recreational 
departm ent reports that white bass are leading the way 
with daily limits averaging a pound, with some fish going as 
high as three pounds. So far last month the best white bass 
was over three and a half pounds, taken by Betty Butler of 
Santa M aria on a yellow Sonic lure. 
Crappie are making a com eback, after a quiet interlude, 
with a few fish up to two and a half pounds included in 
stringers. 
Black bass fishing fair to good, with limits in the one to 
three pound class fairly common. 
Shallow running shad 
lures the best bet to catch them. Top fish of the week was a 
five pound four ounce lunker taken in the Las Tablas area. 
As usual, the night and early morning catfisherm an has 
been getting the best of the deal, with live night craw lers 
being the top baits. 
The spring derby cam e to an end on May 31. As we go to 
press the leading fish w ere as follows, Largem outh bass 6 
pounds 11 oz 
White Bass 3 pounds 11 oz. crappie 3 pounds 
11 oz. and a catfish 6 pounds 10 oz. 
Anyone interested in shad fishing should get in touch with 
the Yuba City-Marysville Cham ber of C om m erce, who are 
sponsoring a shad Derby, and being determ ined to conduct 
a fair and im partial contest, are enacting tight rules to 
ensure good sportsmanship prevails. Seem s as tho they are 
a suspicious lot but doubtless they know their public! The 
Derby will run from June 5 thru June 20, 1971. All entry 
tickets, costing a dollar, must be bought prior to June 5, 
except for persons arriving from out of the area. If able to 
provide proof that they have not fished the area during the 
Derby, they may apply at the Cham ber of C om m erce office 
at 10th and “ E ' Sts., Marysville. 
There are seven 
categories, taking in most all fishing angles. The prize is 
for the heaviest fish caught. Under the rules set out. all this 
can be obtained from the above organization. 
We rem arked on how suspicious the officials can be when 
we read one of the rules is 
Any entrant proven to have 
altered the weight of a fish through the use of added 
weights shall be barred from the contest. 
Also one that 
says 'Any official judge shall have the option to m ake a full 
or partial 
incision in any subm itted fish to ensure 
sportsmanship prevails.

June — Dairy Month 


It's June Dairy Month and California's 777.000 dairy 
cows continue to produce more than 13.3 million quarts 
of milk everv dav. 
The California cow out produces her counterparts in 
the rest of the world by more than three quarts per day 
Last year. California’s average cow produced 5,630 
quarts of milk compared to the United States average of 
4,449 quarts per year. 
Most of the milk produced finds its way into milk 
cartons for home refrigerators. But, during 1970. there 
was still enough milk left to make 71 million gallons of 
ice cream. 82 million quarts of cottage cheese. 85 million 
pounds of butter. 48 million pints of yogurt and 17 million 
pounds of cheese.

The state's dairy farmers, producers and distributors 
have built a $1.5 billion industry which ranks among the 
largest agricultural industries in the state. 
High food prices have placed a premium on nutritious 
foods making diary foods a real buy. Dairy foods provide 
many essential nutrients and the price of these foods in 
California markets are among the lowest in the nation. 


Trends in the dairy industry show the number of dairy 
animals declining while production per cow continues to 
increase. More dairy foods will be produced with low 
butterfat content, th e dairy industry is continually 
searching for efficiency measures to keep consumer 
costs down.

Politics as usual 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It all sounds light-hearted and 
trivial. But it would be a mistake to 
downgrade the importance of Red 
China s having invited an American 
table tennis team to the mainland. 
The eight months 
this reporter spent 
at Mao Tse-tung's 
R e d 
C h i n e s e 
headquarters years 
a g o 
p r o v i d e d 
convincing 
proof 
that no sport and no 
cultural activity is 
devoid of important 
political 
meaning, 
especially 
Ping- 
Pong. 
This writer knows the national 
prestige Peking places on winning in 
this particular game. He knows of 
the strong exhortations given by 
Com m unist 
China's 
political 
authorities to table tennis team 
m em bers 
before 
international 
matches. In the Peking lexicon, 
winning reflects glory on Mao s 
prestige. 
A player who loses may face a 
struggle 
session 
to 
determine 
whether his thinking is strictly along 
Maoist lines or whether he has 
deviated 
So the Chinese have something in 
mind beyond table tennis. 
Now Communist Chinese strategy 
for the past three decades has been 
never to take on two major enemies 
at one time. Mao repeatedly has 
made this clear. So has Lin Piao, his 


heir apparent. 
The 
Russo-Chinese 
worldwide 
struggle continues with no sign of 
abatement. Russia and Red China 
are fighting behind the scenes along 
the whole of Red China's southern 
border. 
They 
may 
come 
to 
a 
confrontation 
in 
the 
Pakistan 
fighting. 
With these things in mmd, Mao 
cannot afford to have both Russia 
and the United States actively as 
enemies 
at 
the 
same 
time. 
Especially, Red China cannot afford 
to have the Soviet Union and the 
United States reach an agreement 
on arms and the Middle East, 
leaving Russia free to concentrate 
on Asia. 
So it is essential now for Mao to 
seek some sort of an opening with 
the Nixon administration. 
Some relationship is all the more 
necessary 
what 
with 
China's 
economy growing at a sluggish rate 
and the major sources of possible 
aid concentrated 
in the United 
States and its allies. 
But what about ideology? Whal 
about 
the 
concentrated 
anti 
American campaigns in Communist 
China over the years? 
During the eight months this 
reporter (as an American Army 
officer in World War I I » had daily 
dealings with the upper members of 
the Chinese Communist hierarchy, 
it was clear that when it came to 
their national interests Mao. Lin 
Piao and Chou En-lai did not let 
ideology get in their way.
